OSHKOSH  MAN  CHARGED  IN  ROBBERY 
Lawrence  Miller  of  Oshkosh,  charged  with  tak- 
ing part  in  the  armed  robbery  of  lenasha  coin 
dealer  Ervin  Wanserski  of  approximately  v40000 
recently  pleaded  guilty  to  being  an  accessory 
in  the  burglary  before  his  trial  was  to  oegin 
in  Winnebago  County  Curcuit  Court. 

The  robbery  took  place  March  19,  1967,  in  Wan- 
serski 's  grocery  store.  Since  the  robbery, 
one  man  has  been  arrested  and  convicted  of 
complicity  in  the  robbery.  He  is  Donald  R. 
Peterson  of  Appleton,  who  was  sentenced  to 
a two  and  one-half  year  prison  term  Feb.  12th. 
Miller  implicated  three  Chicagoans,  stating 
that  he  and  Peters  hired  the  three  men  to  do 
the  actual  robbery. 

Approximately  $10,000  was  reported  still  mis- 
sing. In  addition  to  the  rare  coin  collection, 
about  $5,000  in  receipts  from  Wanserskife  store 
were  alleged  to  have  been  taken.

CURRENCY  ON  A ’/IRE 

The  wampum  used  by  American  colonists  as  money 
consisted  of  beads  made  from  shells. 

Wampum — short  for  Wampumpeag,  meaning  "white"| 
peag,  meaning  "bead",  is  the  shell  money  of 
the  North  American  Indians.  It  consisted  of 
beads  made  from  shells  and  required  a con- 
siderable measure  of  skill  in  its  manufacture. 
Wampum  was  of  two  colors  — dark  purple  and 
white,  of  cylindrical  form,  averaging  1/4" 
long  and  half  that  in  diameter.  Its  color 
determined  its  value.  The  term  wampum  was 
apparently  applied  to  the  beads  only  when  they 
were  strung  or  woven  together.  They  were 
ground  as  smooth  as  glass  and  were  strung  to- 
gether by  a hole  drilled  into  the  center.  Dark 
wampum,  which  was  made  from  "hard  shell"  clam, 
was  the  most  valuable.  White  wampum  was  made 
from  the  shell  of  whelks. 

In  trading  betv/een  the  whites  and  Indians  , 
wampum  so  completely  took  the  place  of  the 
ordinary  coin  that  its  value  was  fixed  by 
legal  enactment.  Three  to  a penny  and  five 
shillings  a fathom.  The  fathom  was  the  name 
for  a count  and  the  number  of  shells  varied, 
according  to  the  accepted  standard  of  exchange. 
Thus  where  6 wampum  went  to  the  penny  a fathom 
consisted  of  360  beads,  but  where  4 made  a 
penny,  as  under  the  Massachusetts  standard  of 
1640,  then  the  fathom  counted  240. 

Wampum  circulated  in  the  remote  districts  of 
New  England  through  the  17th  century  and  even 
into  the  beginning  of  the  13th.  It  was  cur- 
rent with  silver  in  Connecticut  in  1704.
